“This is the first genuine word that 
has been received from Korea giving 
the real attitude of that government

Japanese. 
For several weeks the em ­ 
peror was practically in confinement 
and 
Japan gave out the false state­ 
ment that an amicable agreement had 
he* u made. 
This is now proven to be 
untrue 
Tin* agreement was made 
under duress and at the point of the 
sword, but the emperor has at last 
succeeded in piercing the cordon of 
J a p a n e s e and getting information to 
the outer w< rid. 
As long as my mis­ 
sion to America is no longer a secret 
I may add that the emperor, antlclpat 
ing some such rn t of bad faith on the 
part of Japan, tried through me to 
I forestall It by lodging an appeal with 
President 
Roosevelt. 
The object of 
| my coming was surprised 
and the 
coup in Seoul ,vas hastened so that 
it occurred on the very day of my 
arrival in Washington. 
The emperor 
felt certain that if President Roosevelt, 
could be made aware of his sentiments 
the American government would hesi­ 
tate and ask a few questions before 
accepting Japan's statements aion* 
The authorities in Washington were 
almost immediately notified that this 
petition was here, but 
no arrange­ 
ments were made for its reception 
until after J a p an ’s statement was ac- 
cepted and acted upon.

of this cablegram is to disavow any 
acquiescence in the so-called agree­ 
ment and incidentally to call attention 
to that clause of the treaty between
